With regard to the proposed substitution 
of Sixth for Second street, as a stand for 
market carts, it is probable that our coun- 
cils have been, or will be, made acquainted 
with every thing that can be pressed into 
the argument, on either side of the ques- 
tion, by those who count upon an immediate 
and tangible gain or loss from the change 
proposed, It is natural that persons so si- 
tuated should be most active in such mat- 
ters; and, though their statements should 
be carefully examined, their reasoning is 
entitled to as much consideration as that of 
the indifferent. _1n truth, if the preservation 
and improvement of those advantages that 
entitle us to prefer our city to most others, 
were left to those whose care for the pub- 
lic comfort is never stimulated by the hope 
of some particular benefit to themselves, we 
should probably soon have little left to boast 
of. It is generally found, however, that 
something more is asked than it would be 
quite reasonable to grant; and that the op- 
ponente are induced by this to refuse what 
might be effected with benefit to all. 

In the petitions presented to the councils, 
and in the newspaper paragraphs that the 
proposition has produced, it seems not to be 
denied that 'a market in Sixth street, added to 
that which now lines Second street, dn seve- 
ral days of the week, from one end of the city 
to the other, would be a great convenience 
to the public. It is said, indeed, that seve- 
ral stands, besides those most frequented, 
are now permitted by the law; and that, if 
they are not used, this proves sufficiently 
that they are not wanted. 
cumstance, on the other hand, is adduced, 
by some of the advocates of the change, to 
show that, in order to establish a market in 
Sixth street, it will be necessary not only 
to permit but to require the adoption of 
that station. The country people, they seem 
to think, will adhere resolutely to their old 
habits, and continue to drive in the old 
track. We do not think the argument a 
good one on either side. If we are correct- 
ly informed, three or four stations of limited 
extent, are now designated in different parts 
of the city; a square or two in one street, 
and the same inanother. Sellers cannot be 
expected to post themselves in these, because 
they cannot offer variety enough to assure 
a buyer that he will speedily find what he 
wants; and the house-keeper who,. after 
searching the market through, finds his bas- 
ket empty, will not try it a second time, 
while the larger supply is at no great dis- 
tance. 

But this objection would not exist in the 
case of a central street, thrown open for 
this purpose through its whole extent. We 
see no reason to doubt that, if permission 
were given, a large quantity of provisions 
would at once be offered in Sixth street, 
and that customers would attend in sufficient 
numbers toinduce a constant increase; while 
residents of the eastern extremity of the 
city would continue to enjoy the advantages 
which they are, with good reason, very un- 
willing to lose. At any rate, no injury 
could result from the experiment. 

Apprehensions have been expressed, that 
the new arrangement proposed may injure 
the public squares and distiirb the courts.— 
Now our street markets are not very noisy 
—except when a squabble occurs between 
two tart house-wives for a pound of butter 
or a pair of fowls—and sharper tones than 
even theirs would be lost in the din that 
generally echoes about the corner of Sixth 
and Chesnut streets. As to the other in- 
convenience, it would be easy to guard 
against that.
